Hide and Seek with the Taxpayer. 


This is the week and ‘the month of 
the annual town stock taking. 
assessors are making their rounds, doing 
| their best to discover some new asset 
in the shape of heretofore untaxed 
| property, and more or Jess of the citi- 
zens are trying to discover some new 
| way in which to successfully hide some 
of their wealth already taxed. Thus 
year after year the game of hide and 
seek between assessors and taxpayers 
| goes merrily on, and while it goes on 
| legislature after legislature seeks for 
some new remedy to apply. 

We have sometimes thought that 
true as is much of the criticism of the 
dodging taxpayer, there is a side to the 
question, from the taxpayer's stand- 
point, that is too often entirely over- 
looked. A man who has accumulated 
a large sum of money by long years of 
labor and careful business sagacity, 
feels that the property his accumula- 
tions represent, is his own. When tax 
rates were uniformly low = and’ the 
assessments upon his property were 
low, while the corresponding income 
was large, he did not feel the tax as a 
burden. But rates of income have 
fallen, rates of taxation have increased, 
until in many_towns the man who pays 
taxes sees nearly one-half of his income 
| demanded in taxes. 

/ And taxes to be used for what pur- 
pose? The State expenses have more 

‘than doubled in a decade, the county 
expenses increase yearly, the city and 
town extravagances are almost appal- 
ling, and on every hand in public ex- 

| penditure of money the waste is start- 

|

ling. The rich man is almost invariably 
the shrewd business man ; he sees the 
/public waste of income with a full 
| appreciation of the ultimate result of 
lit all, but has learned through bitter 
experience that he is powerless to pre- 
vent it. Is it any wonder that he re- 
sorts to many methods to keep the 
' fruit of his savings from the squander- 
ings of many of the mei who control 
public funds ? It seems to us the most 

| natural thing in the world. 
He is a law-breaker to be sure, and

under the law. there is no justification,

| for his actions, but the conditions which 
| have arisen to make him a law-breaker 
' cannot be entirely ignored. = 

| The truth is, we are arriving at the 
| very critical point in administering 
public, funds, both in their collection 
and their expenditure.

| theory of taxation must be devised by 
/ which the burden can be more equit- 
ably distributed, and a new appreciation 
_ of our present day extravagances must 
, restrict the public conscience that 
spends the money. On one hand the 
combined wealth has been sufticiently 
powerful to defeat legislation that 
would add additional burden through 
several forms of taxation ; on the other 
hand, combined voting power repre- 
sented in an oft time irresponsible 


| Citizenship has had suflicient power to 
| direct and control the use of the money 
| raised. We may properly demand that 

the wealth shall continue to pay the 
_ bills, for that is its rightful burden ;

“ANDOVER MAN BADLY HURT 
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Alvin Jenkins Run Over by School Barge and is 
Terribly Injured About Head. 


One of the worst accidents that has , 


taken place in Andover for some time 
occurred on Tuesday morning in the 
Holt district, when Alvin Jenkins, son 
of John B. Jenkins, the well known 
farmer, received injuries which for some 
time it was thought would prove fatal. 
As it is, however, although the unfor- 
tunate man is still alive, he is by no 
means out.of danger and should he sur- 
vive his awful wounds and suffering he 
will be disfigured for life. 

Mr. Jenkins drives the barge which 
conveys the Holt district children to the 
Centre schools, having succeeded Mrs. 
Brownell, a-near neighbor, during the 
fall term of last year. On Tuesday 
morning he had taken the. children to 
school and had returned to the farm. 

At the time of the accident he was un- 
loading a number.of milk cans from the 
barge, having secured them at the P. A. 
dining hall on the way béme from towg. 
As he was unloading the cans a herd of 
cattle was driven down a road, directly 
toward.the horse. which was attached to 
the barge. The horse,took fright on

One of his jaws: was broken, his 
nose crushed in, one eye displaced and 
the arteries on both sides of his faee cut. 
It was feared by Dr. Abbott that the 
victim would bleed to death and all 
hope of saving his life was given up by 
him, after working over him for some 
time. He was in an unconscious condi- 
tion for some hours but regained con- 


sciousness and it is now expected that

LETTER FROM CHEMULPO 


Andoverian on the U.S.S. Cincinnati Writes from 
Scene of Russo-Japan War. 


Chemulpo, Korea, 
March 6, 1904. 
Dear Townsman : — 


I send this hoping that it will be in- 
teresting for your many readers and 
friends to hear a word from the far East, 
especially from a port over which there 
has been so much controversy. 

We-were at Manila Bay, L, when 
we recejved orders to proceed with all 
speed to Shanghai, China; so. after‘coal- 
ing and taking on stores and ammunition, 
we left Canite on the 21st, of February. 
We arrived at Woo-Sung, China, on the 
evening of the 25th. When we arrived 
there we found orders awaiting us to 
coal, and proceed at once to Chemulpo. 
We, there ore, had to coal all night, and 
left on the morning of the 26th, arriving 
at Chemulpo on the 27th. 

Here we found the port under the con- 
trol of the Japanese, but all seemed 
quiet, except for the activity of the 
Japanese fleet; the torpedo boats es- 
pecially were always on the alert ap- 
parently expecting an attack from the 
Russians. They had a naval battle here 
some time ago, in which the Russians 
lost two ships. They are still visible in 
the harbor, or a part of them, and can 
be seen very plainly at Jow tide. The 
U.S. S. Vicksburg also is here; she has

The tickets for the convention 
will not exceed 9,500, of these 750 will 
be reserved for the press. 


Hungarian Strike Spreads. 

The strike which tied up the state 
railway system of Llungary last week 
and paralyzed the business of the 
country began to develop serious con- 
flicts as sodm.as the government em- 
ployed new men to take the place of 
the strikers. Telegraph lines were cut, 
rails torn up and cars robbed. A very 
few trains were sent out from Buda- 
pest manned by soldiers and railway 
officials. Finally a royal decree was 
issued calling out the army reserves to 
assist in operating the railroads. Sevy- 
eral of the strike leaders were arrested, 
and all were ordered to report for mil- 
itary service. A great many of the 
men under these circumstances decided 
to return to work. A serious riot oc- 
curred at Elesd, in which twenty-three 
of the strikers were killed and more 
than forty wounded by a volley from 
the police. A Socialist first shot and 
killed the police commander. The So- 
cialists tfroughout the country began 
agitating for a general uprising. Nu- 
merous other strikes have been begun 
in response to the Socialist summons. 
The Hungarian diet was closed by 
royal decree owing to the attitude of 
the opposition parties, especially the 
Clericals, who éncouraged the strikers. 


England's New Cotton Policy. 

The action of the British house of 
commons April 27 in unanimously re- 
solving t the government should 
continue its aggressive policy of en-
